* This makes fascinating reading, even to the long passages of legal documenta- 
tion, for throughout the novel, Harnett Kane has kept before the reader the vivid fig- 
ure of the indomitable woman who fought for her rights, and her children's security, 
though all New Orleans' power and money fought against her. As a story, there is much 
of the pull of jmmortal wife - though where Jessie Freemont put her husband and his 
career ahead of all else, Myra Clark put her lawsuit ahead of the two men she loved. 
Myra=- at 18- discovered that she was adopted, and that her real father was the famous 
Tom Clark, who, in his day, had ovmed most of what had become New Orleans. The burning 
issue, for Myra, was the establishment of her legitimacy and her mother's marriage to 
Clark, and secondarily, her right to inherit under the lost will, a heritage which would 
have destroyed title to the property of many New Orleans' tycoons. The men who had 
cheated her father at the end, and those who stood to lose if she won, fought with every 
weapon, fair and foul, through every court. History of the case is history of the 
venality of the men who build cities. It is, too, the story of Myra herself, and of 

the men who loved her,- Will Whitney, a lawyer from the North who came back with his 
bride to defend her cause, and General Gaines, who helped ease the bitterness of fruse 
tration in his own career by making her cause his. Through and beyond the plot of the 
novel is the character of Myra against the period background of the mid-19th century 

in a city that alternately courted and disdained her. Oddly enough, this novel is 

being published close to the time that the University of Louisiana Press is bringing 

out the complete record of the documents in the case. Harnett Kane has done a stupendous 
job of research and given it: form and humanity.

* American history comes alive in this extraordinary book. Whether or not Hold- 

fast Gaines himself was an historical figure, or simply a composite of the highest type 

of Indian who tried, in vain, to weld the interests of two nations together, he is made 

to live in these pages. Ile was a boy when the burning of New London and the massacre 

of the defenders of the fort brought bitterness and hatred and a thirst for revenge 

against the Britishers to many New Englanders. But to others, like the Chesters, hate 

had no place in their acceptance, as virtually another son, of the young naval officer, 

John Reid, Scot, who was their prisoner. Holdfast had been brought up by this couple 

as comrade for their Betsy, and his mature years found him a man divided by twin loyal- 

ties,- loyalty to the whites who had made him one of them, loyalty to his race, whom 

he felt impelled to save from the onrush of white domination. He was a wanderer in the 

years of the story, now part of one westward movement, now of another:- the opening up of 

Tennessee, the building of the Mississippi into a highway of trade, the Lewis and Clark 
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expedition, the Indian Wars in Florida, the struggle against Tecumseh and his evil brother, 
the War of 1812 in its final phase culminating in the Battle of New Orleans ~ and always 
the movement of the Indian tribes ever westward to unbroken lands. The story has the 
sweep of the old sagas; it packs an amazing amount of America in the making; it pictures 
the crudities, the violence, the pulsing heart and blood of that America; it is alive 
with individual characters, historical and fictional,-Andrew Jackson (the story of the 
cockficht which changed his fortune is one of the memorable vignettes); Russell Bean, long 
rifle frontiersman and rifle maker; Parson Blandison, gambler; Samson Occom, Indian mystic 
and Holdfast's uncle; officers of the British army and navy (even in those days they had 
their differences as to the relative merits of each); and, weaving the great sprawling 
canvas into some semblance of unity, the stalwart, quiet, impassioned strength of Hold- 
fast- Sleeping Bear=- himself. There is a thread of romance - and its denial and betrayal. 
But that is of minor importance, though its lack may hurt the popularity of the book. 

The text is overlong, one bogs down in the vastness of the panorama, the mltiplicity of 
incidents and characters. But it has a sweep, and for the most part a pace, that carries 


one on, as do the novels of Kenneth Roberts. To be backed with Macmillan's well-known push.

This is an exceedingly interesting approach to an anthology which comprises 
thirty nine selections from American moderns, from Dreiser to Carson McCullers, spanning 
the years 1920-45. And yet- where many would find themselves bogged down in embarrass- 
ment of riches, she has achieved what she set out to do, she has given one a sense of 
emotional unity, and at the same time has avoided the danger of preoccupation with one 
phase, one angle. Whether or not she has achieved a further purpose of reflecting the 
whole of life depends largely on the contribution made by the reader. Her introductory 
notes are masterpieces of crystallization,-sometimes in the form of brief biographical 
notes, where the man is the salient point; more often in the form of a weighing of the 
work and the place the specific selection takes in it; or again a precis of the work from 
which the selection is made, in order to show it against that setting. Her choices show 
a high level of readability; there is poignant human dram, there is regional material, 
there is disillusion, there is humor - but no one type outweighs the others. The authors 
represented do not give us a full cast of America's writers, but each in his or her way 
is representative of the period, and the obvious names are there,- Hemingway, Wolfe, 
Faulkner, Dos Passos, Steinbeck, Rawlings, Lewis, Richter, and so on. I found myself 
reading one after another=- though my original intention had been to be satisfied with 
the Table of Contents. Much was familiar in recall; much was new. The book should have 
long term value for students of writing- and of American literature.

In Another Country- Virgie and Clem, superficially happy in 
their marriage, play at living in England; they have prolonged childhood too long, are 
unprepared to brave a crisis together so Virgie is left to learn to grow up through a 
pathetic encounter with an Znglish farmer. The Wind At My Back gives orphaned Connie a 
chance to compensate for her loneliness and snobbishness in a tortilla flat type of 
commnity, and in repaying the friendship the new friends give causes a suicidee...There's 
a glitter disturbingly reminiscent of Scott Fitzgerald in the first two, but on the whole, 
a certain luminous quality to the writing and a tender feeling for the ignorance of youth 
gives this a memory-haunted appeal. 


Thoby-Marcelin, Philippe & Marcelin,Pierre THE BEAST OF THE HAITIAN HILLS Rinehart 
$2250 
Authors of Canape Vert and winner of the 2nd South American contest, write again 
of the development of fear and terror through peasant superstition and training. A city 
dweller, Morin, achieves his ambition to become a planter. His coming to Musseau, his 
drinking, his lack of sympathy with local customs, and his final sacrilege in destroying 
a sacred tree, unleash the Cigouave, beast of death and destruction. Driven away by the 
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conviction of the commnity that the influence of the beast is in every incident, Morin 
returns to the city but can find no peace. He comes again to Musseau and is driven to 
death by the beast....The power of evil spirits of mass psychology, of Haitian rites 
and customs, this captures again the dark drama, mystic hysteria of the Negroes close 
to the land. (Translated by Peter C. Rhodes)

Barabbas, chosen 
by the mob to be freed in place of Christ, is portrayed as a bandit leader, ambitious 
but not throughly bad. He hated the Romans and gained power by selling the Jews the idea 
that he would overthrow their oppressors by force. Actually, Barabbas and his strugg¢le 
play a secondary role to the story of Jesus and his ministry, so that you have a sincere 
and lovely story, though a not too successful novel. The background is well handled, 
especially the oppression of the Jews under the Romans, but there's a great deal more 
imagination and color used in portraying the minor characters, than in building Barabbas 
himself.ee.

stature as a human being, her contribution in the field of social justice. As a member 
of F.DeRe's cabinet, first in Albany, then in Washington, she knew him throughout his 
period of development; one feels that her tutelage was in part responsible for his 
emerging from an attitude of half-hearted interest in social legislation, in the prob- 
lems of labor, to the position of leadership he took. This book charts the stormy 
passage, through the inherited depression, the early years of the New Deal, the N.RoAe, 
Civilian Conservation Corps, and the gradual rehabilitation that preceded the war. 
Critical years- and Frances Perkins does not hesitate to face mistakes in judgment, 
uncertainties- but she makes the reader see how pressure of necessity forced issues. 

In writing of the President, Madame Perkins of necessity tells something of her own 
background, her own work, in modest terms. She does not exalt F.)D.. to the stature of 
a hero; she knew him as a human being, she knew him when he failed to measure up to 
leaders like Al Smith, she knew him through the fight against invalidism which helped 
make him the man he grew to bee This is not the whole Roosevelt, but it is a many 
faceted picture, an illuminating one. And it makes absorbingly interesting reading, 
revealing recall. |

She was California-born, and an art student of great promise at the Univer- 
sity of California, one of the Nisei who will bear the scars of our own form of con- 
centration camp through her life. But in her book, largely a picture book with running 
text, there is scarcely even a breath of criticism of the country she loves. The criti- 
cism is implicit in the bald record of what happened,of the six months living in the 
temporary center, housed in a stall in a semi-converted racing stable; of the hardships, 
and inadequacies of food and bare necessities, of the delays in organization, the de- 
moralizing effect of idleness, the efforts of the few to provide work and recreation, . 
of the Victory gardens and the lake dug in the race track, and of the thrill of a 
single day of liberty, while some details were attended to before the transfer to the 
Utah camp, and another year of imprisonment. Her work on the camp paper brought her 
an offer from Fortune, and when the loyal Nisei were released, she came east. She gives 
one a stark picture of the life in the relocation camps. And her drawings, in bold 
black and white, tell more than the text.

* The warm, sympathetic story of America's number one Nisei, Ben Kuroki, who was 


transformed by Pearl Harbor from an ordinary American citizen into an undesirable, cone 
temptible alien. Born into a family of ten children, Ben lived a life of poverty and 
happiness on a small Nebraska farm, but on Dec. 7, 1941, when he was 27 years old, his 
slant eyes and yellow skin became a stigma that forced him to fight hysterical prejudice 
at home, and in the service, as well as the enemy in combat in the ETO and later in the 
Pacifice This is a study in sensitivity and emotion, the bitter pain and humiliation 
suffered fighting Jap hatred. Here is his pride and heroism when he is allowed to prove 
his loyalty. He enlists in the army despite opposition; he seeks combat duty as a tail 
gunner, flies twenty five missions, including the Ploesti raid, turns down a furlough 

to fly more missions, and ultimately returns home to face bigotry again. He made a 
triumphant tour of the War Relocation Camps as a Nisei hero, and determined to break 
down prejudice further by serving in the Pacific. It took a special order from top brass 
to get to Tinian on a Be29, and there he lived in peril of being shot by Jap-happy 
soldiers, and he flew twenty eight more missions, one over his mother's home town, 
Yokohama, But once again a civilian, Ben returned to a life of insults and degradation, 
and is now giving of his time and money fighting for the cause of the Nisei. This might 
be called a companion piece to Black Boy, though not quite matching its brilliance and 
intensity.

History and political development, Social Revolution, Inter- 
national Relations, Chinese Thought, Folk Religions, The Arts, Literature, Education, 
Economic Reconstruction, Retrospect and Prospect - a rich and scholarly record. One 
could wish for a more mellow, more human approach; more of personalities. But China's 
history is a long one; and today is a very small segment. In addition to scholars, of 
various nationalities, including Chinese, who have contributed to this book, there are 
chapters by Tearl Buck, Alice Tisdale Hobart, Agnes Smedley, and some others whose names 
are familiar to the general market.

Middle-of-the-road economics with a slight lean to the right, as economist 
Ballinger issues solemn warning that American democracy is on the wane, and her capital- 
istic economy, the co-existent of democracy, can only be saved from the cancer of con- 
centrated wealth through domestic reform. ‘The author views economic-political history 
with a brilliant, learned perspective; he sees the world's great democracies, ancient 
and modern, as having progressed from prosperous capitalism and free government, to 
concentration of wealth, to under-production and poverty, to public spending and relief, 
inevitably to tyranny by vote of the people. In support of this thesis are the histor- 
ies of Athens, Rome, Venice, Florence, France, England, Germany, Italy, and in each, 
the author shows how concentrated wealth supplied means and incentive to destruction 
of free government. Ballinger, a disciple of Adam Smith, deplores Wallace's plan, sees 
public spending as a prelude to authoritarianism, and sketches a program for reform of our 
capitalistic system by dissolving private monopolies and all restraints to free competi- 
tion.

One excellent handbook for antique hunters was issued by 
the University of Pennsylvania Press (Robacker's Pennsylvania Dutch Stuff).- Now comes 
this substantial background book, tracing the arts and crafts of the Pennsylvania 
Germans from their first settlements to 1850, when machine made goods made handicrafts 
unnecessary. Fottery made from meadowland clay, linens from their own flax, embroider- 
ed by painstaking needleworkers, straw, not only for thatching but for basketwork, wood- 
for houses, fences, barns, furniture, and the carving which gave it special character, 
metal work, paper work- and always, color, exuberantly used by 2 people whose sombre- 
ness of costume never cloaked a basic sense of color and design, which extended from 
gardens and window boxes to decorations on the family Bible, on certificates and docu- 
ments, in painted furniture, tole, pottery, embroidery, and even the so-called "hex 
signs" on the barns. The book is to be illustrated with photographs and drawings.

Ilobbes nicknamed sovereignty "Leviathan"= and if ever an overall survey of 
what political philosophers have said about sovereignty of nations is needed, that time 
is now. On the swing of the pendulum, towards strengthening national sovereignty as a 
force in the world, or accepting the inevitability of ultimate concessions to approach 
to a world state, depends the immediate as well as the distant future. This is an 
international symposium, as fifty odd 20th century writers are included to give their 
viewpoints. There are nine countries heard from, but England and the United States, 
quite naturally, carry the burden of evidence. Among familiar names are John Dewey, 
Veblen, Bertrand Russell, Jose Ortega y Gasset, Agar, Madariaga, Dean Inge, Joad, 
Norman Angell, Niebuhr, Cole, Brailsford, Ferrero, Hodson, Lenin, Lerner, Mumford, 
Lippman, Reves, and many names that are recognizable but unfamiliar in their actual 
writing to the average layman.

Lucius Beebe emphasizes the fact that his book is as 
limited as its title indicates- it is specifically a drinking book, a collection of 
cocktails, a goodly number of "originals", some long drinks - and brief and passing men- 
tion, by way of definition, of some of the specialites de la maison to be found on the 
menus (but no recipes, except for drinks).

This is a book well worth selling, but it wont sell itself (unless the sophis- 

ticates start a whispering campaign). For this is definitely a subtly brilliant piece 
of writing by an Italian war correspondent, whose utterances in the past have earned him 
various imprisonments. He has a viper's tongue, a poison pen, and is fearless (or else 
his audiences were even stupider than he makes them out. His assignments (a roving 
correspondent) took him from Sweden to the Ukraine, to Poland, to the Balkans, to the 
territory in Russia occupied by the Germans. He was with the Finnish troops- with the 
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Germans=- and he took a prim and bitter delight in taunting them without their realizing 
it. Almost everything he said has double meaning - but his theory, that the German 
people are a sadistic people sick with fear of the defenseless, seems born out by 

the thin veneer of cruelty and sensation seeking, the emptiness below. Throughout his 
lightly etched-in personal experiences, you find him telling stories, each more cruel 
than the last. The book is ironically divided into such headings as The Horses, The 
Dogs, The Birds, Reindeer, and so on- as if it were a tale far from the reaches of war. 
But, under it all, he is whipping the sensibilities to a sharp awareness of the degrada- 
tion of Europe, of the utter collapse of morality, integrity, and so on. Then, by way 
of interludes, he tells a bit here and there, that might read as an isolated short story 
gem. The man can write. Ilis book seems amorphous, formless, unmotivated, until you 
look back on it with a rowing sense of the adventure of reading it. Translated from 
the Italian by Cesare Foligno. A book to watch=- it may catch on. It is not really a 
war book, though shuddering reminders of war are there- but it is a world collapsing, 
and its warning is immediate in its significance.

An abstract, highly intellectual analysis of government in terms of its tech- 
niques, its devices and skills, its myths, its value-impregnated beliefs. MacIver sees 
the rudiments of government as found in the family and its myth of authority. The pres- 
ent day state, in its complexity of myths must base its authority on a unity of diver- 
sity, - diversities of class, religion, race, ideals, etc. These miltigroup societies 
are the major condition of democracy. The author's thesis is that cultural myths mold 
government and that democratic freedom and cultural freedom so hand in hand. Here is 
an exhaustive study of democracy and dictatorship,- philosophical, anthropological, 
inclusive interpretation of the function of government. 


Untermeyer, Louise éd. - A TREASURY OF LAUGITER (728 Simon & Schuster 
} poet 3, 7s 

One of the biggest collections of the best in humor,this overshadows, physic- 
ally, the E.B. White Subtreasury which appeared in 1941 ana proved the popular values of 
anthologies of humor. Ilere, in what will run close to 1200 pages (and with more than 
100 Lllustrations by Lucille Corcos) is a hearty compilation of light pieces which range 
from stories to poems, jokes, bon mots, anecdotes, boners, and what have you, in catho- 
lic, time-tested taste. Many senres of humor from past generations are here (Thackeray, 
Holmes, Lewis Carroll, Irving, Chesterton, Lear, Don Marquis, Ring Lardner, Mark Twain) - 
on to the contemporaries (FPA, Bemelmans, Irvin Cobb, Sally Benson, Dorothy Parker, 
Benchley, Ogden Nash, Perelman, Thurber, !Jonald Opden Stewart, etc.) and many less well 
known or less well remembered. There is little of the satiric, of the subtle, as this 
is levity en masse, for the masses. It has a surely popular, perennial merchandise value.

The author of Montana, High, Wide and Handsome has brought together a collec- 
tion of writings about Montana, picturing every phase of its life and spirit. "Much of 
this book is grass--buffalo bunch-...thick, graceful and good", he says. The material 
is drawn from little tapped sources, the result of a research job done under a founda- 
tion. lle has grouped his sketches, poems, essays, extracts from full-length books, bits 
of diaries and letters, stories, etc. under informal subject headings such as The River, 
The Land, Beyond Law, Industry, Social Life, and so on. A few of the authors are famil- 
iar- ill James, Charles Russell, Stanley Vestal, Hughie Call; some of the writing is 
pretty bad; but all of it has the breath of vitality, the call of the west.

The chief value of a collection such as this lies in its making available for 
American students of drama, particularly Russian drama, the best of the admittedly limi- 
ted output of Soviet writers. These plays, until recently, have been so baldly propa- 
ganda, intended to reflect Soviet mental attitudes and ethics, that- as art- they had no 
Significance.

These are pieces about fishing and rivers and occasionally about punning, and in 
them the author swings round the year, sharing with his readers his deep, passionate love 
for rivers, particularly one river, in Vancouver, the Campbell. There are loads of good 
fishins stories, with the usual attributes, but with, too, the very sound and smell and 
fecl of the streams, the lakes, the woods, and the seasons. The thread of the salmon's 
life span goes through, as an accent against which all fishing of the northwest is done.

The very emotional, romantic treatment, and the narrative style, perhaps unduly, 
lends an air of unreality to the picturing of a real man's life. The facts of Dostoev- 
sky's life are here, but the main emphasis is on his emotional development. The man seems 
almost to live in a vacuum. Anyone looking for a picture of Russian life along with the 
life story of the man will be disappointed. Excerpts from letters and journals support 
the authenticity,but as a biography it is hard to assess its permanent value. Its chief 
contribution, to this reader, lies in the interpretation and analysis of Dostoevsky's 
work; the biographer has incorporated a great deal of valuable information. For librar- 
ies, certainly - there is a dearth of material on Dostoevsky. And for anyone interested 
in his novels....eAdvance glimpses of some of the illustrative material - woodcuts by 
S. Mrozewski - give promise of a book that will have artistic unity.

Thrasher, Frederic Mee kd, OKAY FOR SOUND Duell, Sloan & Pearce 
How the Screen Found its Voice | $5200 


There's been amazingly little written on the history of the screen, except as 
a part of the history of invention. This- in text and pictures- briefs the fifty years' 
record, and gives most of the emphasis to the experimental work in developing sound films, 
and particularly on the American success story of the Warner brothers. In the earlier 
history, Udison, Sastman, Bell, and Lee De Forest made it all possible, but to Western 
Electric, and to the Warners soes most of the credit for the modern film. The post war 
years saw llollywood becoming Big Business, but still afraid of sound effects. Edwin 
Porter and Griffiths revolutionized pictures artistically. This- in pictures and cap- 
tions- tells the story of some famous films,a good many of them Warner productions, but 
a wide range of others. The final chapter suggests some of the new developments in 
sight for films as exponents of free speech. (Published) 


Peacock, Ronald THE POET IN THE THEATRE Harcourt, Brace 
$2250 
A story of the poetic values in drama explored through ten essays presenting 
ten dramatists. The essayist deplores. the passing of the significance of poetic values, 
he fcels that only T. S. Hliot is attempting to establish standards, criterions. He 
goes back to Grillparzer and Hebeck, 1820-1860; and he comes forward to Eliot and Synge 
and Yeats. For the student of drama there may be a freshness of viewpoint here, a new 
appraisal of poetic values. For the average reader, this offers little stimlus. (9/5) 


Tuck, Ruth NOT WITH THE FIST Harcourt, Brace 
$5200 
A sociological study of a small town in the Southwest, of the cultural and 
social conflicts between the Anglo-American and the Mexican-American populations. An 
interesting study in the minority prejudices and both the adaptation and non-adaptation 
of foreign immigrants to American life. But the market is definitely limited to those 
interested in the subject. It hasn't the scope of the widdletewn project. The sociol- 
O¢ical jargon may be confusing to many readers, and the author fails to put over her 
subject for the non-professionals, to whom the composite case history section will prove 
of greatest interest.

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Holden, Raymond SELECTE!) POEMS Henry Holt

This is a collection of selected poems, written through twenty years. The only 
section which is new and hitherto unpublished, is the first part of the volume, entitled 
The War Behind the Brow. Holden has a curious rift for a certain rhythm short line, 
various bright and intellectually sounding words and phrases;. but the total impression 
is one of monotony and empty sententiousness. I can pet no sustaining meaning out of 
his verses. le evidently has a following in such magazines as 7he New Yorker or the 
Saturday Review, in both of which his poems have appeared.

Rider, Fremont THE GREAT DILEMMA OF WORLD ORGANIZATION Reynal & Hitchcock 
31.50 
Rider examines the statistical tables and arrives at certain conclusions as 
to one of the stumbling blocks to progress in the U.N. advance towards a conception of 
world organization. He recognizes that no such move is imminent, but warns that we 
should be ready, that there mst ultimately be a new pattern of international relations, 
there must be abandonment of the elusion of sovereign rights. He studies various 
attempts to solve the problem of fair representation, discards most of them, picks up 
part of Stassen's theory of a literate population basis, and Prof. Bordwell's theory 
of a minimum and a maximum representation. And he arrives at the conclusion, supported 
by confessedly inadequate statistics, that representation mst be based on education 
and literary achievement of each nation. He weighs the pros and cons, and answers the 
implied question.
